Mr. Robert Gritfen, C.B., Assistant Secretary to the Board of Trade, to 
Whom has been entrusted the supervision of the new Labour Department, to 
the impending establishment of which we referred last Friday, gave some 
Important evidence on Alien Immigration this week before the Labour 
Commission, The number of Russian immigrants into this country in 1801 
Mr. Giffen estimated at 10,600 to 12,000; and of these, only a proportion 
settled here, the present moment, he Alien lmmigration prac- 
tically at an end, the figures for the current month showing a considerable 
reduction as compared with those of January last year. The number of 
foreign Jews, he added, whe come to live in this country is far smaller than 
the number of those who settle im the Uiited States, despite the restrictions 
Imposed by the American Government. * For every Russian or Polish Jew 
Who came and stopped in this country, ten had gone and stopped in the 
United States.” Mr. Giffen does not approve of amti-alien legislation. If 
England, he thinks, were to resort to such an expedient, she might tind other 
countries retaliating by shutting their gates against British immiuxrants, 
Further, he denies that there 1s evidence to prove that wages at home hove 
been substantially lowered by foreign immigration. In viewof Mr. Lowther’s 
proposed amendment to the Address at the opening of Parliament in favour 
of restrieting the intlux of aliens, the views of so distinguished an anthority 
as Mr. Giffen are deserving of attentive consideration, It is pretty clear that 
Mr. Lowther, despite the countenance he is said already to have secured 
among the supporters of the Government, will find arrayed avainst him a 
body of opinion suffiziently weighty to indicate the unwisdom, in the interests 
of the country itself, of restrictive legislation. The onus of proving the virtues 
of this latter-day: nostrum lies upon those who prescribe it.

Tine Quuterly Review for January contains an article entitled * Israel,’’ 
suggested by. the publication of the English edition of Professor 
Graetz’s “History of the Jews.” The article, which is marked 
ly fascinating style, gives a luminous and comprehensive sketch 
of the story of Israel since Bible times, The tone is, on the whole, 
impartial; but the writer, like most critics who come to the study of 
Judaism from outside, is not only betrayed into occasional misstatements, 
but evincesa fatal lack of sympathy with the genius of the religion and of 
the people whose history he narrates. Thus he marvels at Graetz’s enthusiasm 
for “the great but deadly tradition which has taken his people captive.” 
The Jewish historian’s benevolent ‘attitude towards Rabbinism the reviewer 


considers to be “one which all sects of Christians would tind a difficulty in 


understanding.” No Jew, of however liberal a complexion, would have any 
difficulty in understanding it, For a sympathetic survey of the life-story of 


. Israel makes clear the important part which the Talmudic Rabbins have 


played in the conservation of the religion and the race. On the other hand, 
in Common with most non-Jewish writers, the reviewer sees that the Jew Is 
reserved for an important future. © Tsrael,” he declares, * is the prophet 
among the nations, and its day is not yet over.” Even the Jews’ “ worship 
of wealth, for which not they, but their Christian persecutors must answer, 
cannot destroy the passion or the hope with which their teachers are stull 
inspired.”

It is strange, indeed, that he 
should hesitate to claim as his greatest inheritence the Christ who has estab- 
lished above Greek wisdom and Roman Jaw an order of things which the 
prophets beheld in visions, but which only a divine strength could have made 
Vietorious-and a present reality.” Tf these vague words are an invitation to 
the Jew to whittle down his Judaism until it shades off into Christianity, 
then the reviewer supphes another illustration of his inability to understand 
the Jewish temper. Whatever may be the future of Israel, it certainly will 
not be marked by a desertion of the faith which he has suffered so much to 
defend. On the contrary, all the indications point to the rapprochement 
between the two religions being brought about by a movement from the 
Christian camp. 


The Master of St. John’s College, Cambridge, has just made what is, we 
think, a unique gift, For sometime past a class for the study of the Talmud 
has been held under the able direction of Dr. S. A. Hirsch, at the Vestry 
Room of the St. John’s Wood Synagozue. The Rey. Dr. C. Taylor has now 
presented a complete set of the Talmud for the use of this Talmud Torah 
Class, which will we trust be stimulated to renewed efforts by so graceful and 
valuable a present. Dr, Taylor is himself an accomplished Talmudist, and 
his edition of the * Sayings of the Fathers ” (Pirke Aboth) remains the best 
translation and commentary in any language. Dr, Taylor's Rabbinical studies 
have borne fruit in other directions; particularly in his excellent work on 
the Didache, the Jewish origin or inspiration of which Dr. Taylor clearly 
proved. Cambridge University numbers many. students of the Talmud 
amongst its tutors and leading lights, and Mr. Schechter is doing much 
to foster the interest felt in Jewish studies in the University. There can 
be no doubt that one of the best routes to mutual tolerance is the study 
by Jews and Christians of each other's literature. Regard for the books 
leads to regard for their writers, and for those who venerate them. Dr. 
Taylor's good feeling will be reciprocated in Jewish circles, and his generous 
act cannot fail to produce pleasant and lasting consequences. | 


We may seize this opportunity to urge the necessity of establishing 


Talmud Torah Classes in direct connection with all synagogues. In olden — 


times, the Beth Hammidrash and the synagogue were cognate and closely- 
allied institutions, It would not be an exaggeration to say that in the 
Middle-Ages the synagogues (or adjoining rooms) were as frequently and 
consistently: used for study as for prayer. Why the “Talmud Torah” 


~ Societies should have dwindled almost out of existence in these modern times is 


hard to tell. Perhaps the reason is that the study of the Talmud was until 
recently a part of Jewish worship ; to * learn” was part of the connotation of 
“to pray.” The reading was followed by a Kaddish, and possibly by evening 
prayer. Many, however, who no. longer ean read the Talmud in. this spirit, 
can do so with respect and with a certain amount of veneration. Hence, the 
synagogue is still the right place for the study of the Rabbinical literature. 
It will be a fatal day for Judaism when the knowledge of the Talmud is 
relegated entirely to professional scholars or Rabbis. The whole secret of the 
vitality of the Jewish social system in the Middle-Ages was this complete 
absence of a learned caste. Now, more than eyer, is: it necessary for each 


- congregation to number among its members laymen who are nevertheless fair 


Talmudists. The establishment of Talmud Torah Classes in connection with 
each synagogue would foster this good old spirit of independent thought and 
competent lay criticism of clerical policy. |

CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE ORPHAN ASYLUM—A MOMENTOUS ISSUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir—A letter, with the above heading, by the Rev. Jobn Chapman, — 
appeared in your issue of the 13th inst. In that letter, and in those which it 
called forth last week, was treated a question whichaffects the interests, directly 
or indirectly, of all our coreligionists throughout the Jand. It is because I fee] 
that the question is one of paramount importance, and that so far it has not been 
adequately treated, that I am desirous of dealing a little with some of the points 
raised, and some of the arguments brought forward. | 

Before, however, I come to the main feature of Mr. Chapman's new Scheme, 


there is a little ground to be cleared, anda possible cause for misconception 


removed, Your correspondent says almost at the beginning of his letter, “ Ten 

years ago, the number (of orphans) was 250, and at that figure it has remained 

ever since. . . . . No addition has been made by the Committee to the 

number of theirhelpless charges during the periodI havenamed.” Now, thereis 

nothing like verifying a quotation or statement. Accordingly, I turned to the 

official Report Books of the Institution, and I found that, taking the ten years’ 

1881—90, the increase of children has been no less than 65, the average numbers 

for the first and last years of the decade being 189 and 254, respectively. This 

discrepancy, “A Member of the Committee” calls attention to. But I find 

something more. In the two years I have mentioned, the annual income was 

£5.382 and £6,398, respectively. In other words, the number of children, and 

consequently the expenditure had grown at the rate of over 30 per cent., while. 
the income had increased at the rate of under 20 per cent,—not by any means 
such a stand-at-sase or retrograde state of affairs as a hasty reader might have 

inferred. Then again, I fancy I shall be pretty near the mark, if I say, that 

without “enlarging the present building to unwieldy proportions,” or “ ere:t- 

ing additional buildings on the Asylum grounds,” there is a tertium quid by 

which the Committee will be able to accommodate a largely increased number of 

inmates, without incurring an expense of anything like twenty or even fifteen 

thousand pounds. 

But since * Enlargement,” whether by building or otherwise is in the air, [ 
propose to take Mr. Chapman’s Scheme, and discuss what in all human 
probability would be a few of the results likely to follow on its adoption. I 
might here mention that, unless [am totally misinformed, this very plan with 
several others was presented at a meeting of the special Sub-Committee elected 
to consider the whole question of enlargement, and doubtless received its due 
amount of consideration. . | 

But let us suppose the principle adopted, and the new plan put into train. 
What will happen?’ I speak without Mr. Chapman’s twenty years’ experience 
of institution life, but I do speak with an intimate knowledge of London and 
Provincial Jews and Judaism. With this knowledge fully present in my mind, 
I am afraid that the“ hundreds of small tradesmen, mechanics, clerks, warehouse- 
men and others, who would not be merely willing but even eager (and /it,—this 
last word is mine), to obtain orphan children to rear and educate as members of 
their own famiiies "—move and have their being in some blissful Utopia with 
which my wanderings have not yet brought me into contact. 

Supposing, however, they do exist, and are found, and that the orphans are 
allotted happy homes, the remaining numbers would be still too large for the present 
institution, Let me explain by a very simple calculation. Children are admitted 
into the West Norwood Asylum in two ways—as your readers well know—by 
election, or through the instrumentality of the Pauper Removal Acts. The 
numbers in the building last year admitted in these two ways were 200 and 5i) 
respectively, making a total of 250, which is in round numbers the accommoda- 
tion of the institution. Now, if 100 additional children are to be elected; and 
ex hypothesi only 50 boarded out, there will be set the task of placing 300 children 
in a building large enough for only 250, _ 

_ But since we are dealing at present with only suppositions, let us suppose 
this is done. By some means or other we board in at West Norwood an extra 
ao boys and girls, and board out our 50 deserted children and double orphans in 
different parts of the country. Last year’s Balance-Sheet informs me that 
about £800 was paid to the institution by various Unions and Boards of Guar- 
dians forthe annual maintenance of these fifty children. These subventions 
would immediately cease, since they can be paid only to properly certified inst?- 
tutions, such as the one at West Norwood. These children would thus cost 
£1,500 per year, instead of £700,—a feature of the Scheme which the Treasurers 
will doubti!ess bear well in mind when they discuss whether, or not, or how far, 
to augment the benefits of the charity. But far above pecuniary questions is the 
consideration that the new Scheme would immediately necessitate in every 
town where the experiment was being tried, a body of earnest men and women 
ready and able to accomplish a work that now tries all the powers and calls into 
play all the resources of an experienced Committee, whose skill and ability are 
equalled only by their indomitable energy. | | 

Grant that institutional “automatism” exists. At any rate, itis the aute- 
matism of regular habits; of careful training; of simple lives; and are these 
advantages to be deprecated and cast aside for the danger of carelessly super- 
vised homes, where no tie save the fear of losing £30 a year binds the orphan 
child to its proverbially stern foster-parent ? I think not, 2 
_ But supposing my fears groundless and the danger imaginary, there comes 
in the not remote future the real danger of more than possible conflicts between 
the parent body at Norwood and the Orphan Aid Societies all over the country. 
These latter, it may be very certain, will be very jealous of interference. A 
process of decentralisation will set in; the spirit of cooperation which was the 
very creative element in the Aid Societies will grow fainter and fainter, until 
at last there will spring up a number of autonomous little bodies here, there and 
everywhere, unallied in everything save name. | | 

One point more, and one only, which will immediately come to the front. 
In the year, 1891—I1 quote again from the Report—there were maintained at 
West Norwood 39 provincial children at a cost of about £1,200. Towards this 
the provinces gave in annual subscriptions about £400. It is very evident, 
therefore, that in any boarding-out scheme, even if we include only provincial 
deserted children and double orphans, large subventions will have to be paid 
by London. It needs no great knowiedge of human nature to see, firstly, that 
le 96 subscribers will think twice before sending money to London to be 

anded back to them for the purpose of maintaining their own children ; 
secondly, that London subscribers will hesitate very long—and the subscriber 
who hesitates, is often lost—before they subscribe their money to maintain 
provincial children, over whom their hold will be of the most shadowy and 
unreal nature, 

I have now touched on a few of the more salient features of the boarding- 
out scheme. I should have liked to reply to some of your correspondents, who 
have taken up the question, especially to “ A Widow,” and to the “Ex-Com- 
mittee Man,” but this letter has so exceeded the ordinary limits of a newspaper 
communication, that I must content myself with hoping to be able at some 
future time to return to the subject, unless in the meantime, some abler pen 
than mine undertakes the task, |

enlarging the present building, so as to allow of more inmates being admitted. 
Now, I strongly object to this Scheme on several grounds, which I need not 
enumerate here, but the following is one of my chief objections, Why should 
our Asylum be the on/y one in Great Britain? Surely Birmingham, Manchester, 
Liverpool and Bradford are wealthy enough to support an Asylum, which 
could be established in any one of those towns, and could be considered the 
rightful home for orphans from all the Northern and Midland Counties, while 
London should receive those from the South and West, in addition to the 
hundreds who are waiting in this great city for admission. It is a great mistake 
to centralise all charity—especially so sectarian an Institution asa Jewish Home. 


_ Each large city should have its own, large or small, according to its needs, and 


should support it. Everything and everybody comes to London, trusting that 
there is no limit to its riches and power, but it is net the Eldorado so tondly 
imagined, Let some benevolent millionaire start a Home for Orphans in Bir- 
mingham (let us say, as being most central), and I am sure he will meet with 
immediate co-operation and support,

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The “ Anglo- Yiddish dialogues in prepiration by the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee will soon be ready. They will, we may hope, prove successful in 
smoothing the way of the Russian Jews freshly settled in this country. It is 
remarkable how readily the new immigrants learn English. Last week I 
examined a boy of 15 who had only been in England six months, and found not 
only that he could speak English fluently, but that he was able to write a clear 
and correctly-spelt narrative of his experiences on the journey to England, I 
am told that similar rapidity is noted at the Jews’ Free School. The “ Dia- 
logues”” will be provided with a Yiddish-English vocabulary,—this is qnite a 
novelty, For myself, [ hope to learn some Yiddish from the book, | 


“Some Jewish Women,” by Henry Zirndorf, is the latest additicn to the 
growing library of the “ Jewish Publication Society of America.’ I cannot say 
that the author has risen to the height of his great argument. Strange to 
tell, the books dealing with Jewish women are all more or less unsatisfactory, 
and even Dr. Kayserling’s work is no exception to this rule. Mr. Zirndorf in 
his preface clearly informs his readers that he has restricted himself for the 
present to Talmudical times. I cannot, however, accept the statement that 
during the Maccabean wars “there is seldom any reference to women.” It is 
a pity, too, as the writer devotes so much space to a criticism of the story of 
Judith, that more attention was not given tothe Jewish versions of the story, 

and the newest literature on the subject. 


The latter remark applies to other points. John Hyrcanus died not “about 
in 107,” but as Graetz and Schiirer have proved, either in 105 orlate in 105, It is 
interesting, too, to find on pige3l, Graetz and Wise quoted together, in just 
these three words as authorities. Mr. Zirndorf is certainly right in stating that 
Antigonus was beheaded by Antony, and -not crucified. But why attribute a 
non-existent error to Graetz ? In Graetz Vol. IIL. p. 19) (ed.4), the death of 
Antigonus is described with minute accuracy. (See also English Translation, 
vol. Il. p. 8). But I need not examine Mr. Zirndorf’s volume throughout 
with this minuteness. It contains some useful and readable matter, but its 
combination of fact and legend is likely to be misleading. The elaboration of 
the “ Weazel and the Well’ story is hardly justifiable. There -is altogether 
too much padding in the book, which ts, however, beautifully printed, and 
though the stories are all very stale, the thrice-told tale may profitably wile 
away a pleasant hour, 


The Publication Society may be complimented on the improvement in its 
style of binding. The red covers are very trying to the sight ani the taste. 
Relieved by the white back, the effect is rather pretty. I think it a mistake 
for a Society to adopt one fixed binding for all its pubheations. Graetz’s. 
History ought not to be dressed in the same garb as a story, let me say, of the 
calibre of “ Think and Thank.” | 


The second number of * Palestina ""—the Chovevi Zion Quarterly—continues 
its interesting record of the movement. Many meetings in London and the 
Provinces are chronicled, and one is glad to note the practical tone of most 
of the speakers. There is an editorial complaining ‘“‘that one of the 
greatest faults of the modern Jew is the difficulty he finds in working in harmony 
with others.’ I hope this doesnot mean, as the article leads one to fear, that 
there bas been disharmony in the’ Tents.’ The movement for the re-creation 
of a Jewish nationality is one with which I have absolutely no personal sym- | 
pathy. But on its practical side, regarded that is as a scheme for promoting 
Jewish Colonization, the matter is so important and so difficult, that nothing 
but the union of menof affairs can eiTect anything. “ Pa'estina,’ one can see: 
at a glance, is conducted in a thoroughly business-like spirit. 

I mentioned last week that the proposed new Constitution of the University 
of London—now accepted by a large majority in Convoc ition —places in ths 
forefront of the principles of which the University is founded, the principle. 
‘No disabilities of Creed.’ Convocation, however, has agreed to the creation 
ofafaculty of Divinity. Are the degrees in Divinity to be independent of 
Creed? It would bea novel thing in England if a Jew could obtaio his D.D., 
and many of us will await with some curiosity the development of the idea. 
Unfortunately, the Royal Commission will probably refuse to accept the scheme 
of Convocation as an adequate substitute for the Gresham teaching Uaiversity: 


It is not at all uncommon to fiad Amearicin Jewish Ministers styling them- 


selves D.D. Ido not know whether the title really means that they have passed 


a theological examination, or whether it isa courtesy title. All,or nearly all, 
the younger generation of Jewish ministers in America call themselves" Tae 
Rev. Dr. So and So.” The degree is, I believe in somes caia3 conferred by tha 
Warden's wife; the ladies often feeling it desirable to put the minister ona 
proper footing of dignity.

I seem to remember, returning to my former remarks, that 
I have seen some old Chief Rabbis of London described as D.D, I fancy I have 
seen a portrait of Mr. Jacob Polack, too, with the suflix D.D. Andif Jewish 
ministers call themselves Reverend, why should not others call them Doctors 
of Divinity? The“ Rev.” is just as little Jewish as the “D.D.” or the white 
tie.

We have to. announce with deep regret the death of Mr. Walter Joseplhis» 
which occurred on Tuesday morning at his residence, 27, Lancaster toad, West- 
bourne Park. With him has passed away one of the few links connecting the 
present with a past generation, a 

Walter Josephs was bora in London, almost with the present century, on the 
22nd November, 1804, and was therefore in his 89th year at the time of his death. 
His father was the learned Michael Josephs, who was a native of Konigsberg 
in Prussia. Michael Josephs was contemporary with Moses Mendelssohn, and 
visited at the house of the immortal philosopher. He subsequently settled in 
London, and was naturalised as a British subject early in the century. One of 
his acquaintances in this country was Lord George Gordon, who became a con- 
vert to Jud.ism, and whom he visited in the Fleet Prison. Michael Josephs, 
who died in March 1849, was noted, like his son, for his ready 
wit and rich fund of anecdotes, and as an eminent Hebraist and 
a poct. His principal work was an English and Hebrew Lexicon, published 
in 1832, which was unique as a Dictionary. Among his other compositions was 
a Rabbinical Hebrew and English Dictionary of scientific and philosophical 
terms used by modern Rabbis, but the work was never published, His select 
Library was presented in his memory to Jews’ College by Mr. Walter Josephs. 
Like his son, Michael Josephs took considerable interest in communal affairs. He 
assisted in establishing the Jews’ Hospital and other institutions, was for some 
vears Treasurer of the Great Synagogue, and was one of the founders of the Jews’ 
Free School. This institution, which has since developed into the greatest 
Elementary School in the kingdom, was the object of his special care. It was 
his delight to encourage deserving pupils, among whom D. W. Marks and A. Ly 
Green specially attracted his notice. Ths two youths in later years made their 


mark in the-community : and itis noteworthy that ‘the high position which Pro-. 


fessor Marks has attained is indirectly due to Michael Josephs. When the time 
came for the lad'’s -appronticeship, Mr. Josephs said at a meeting of the Free 
School Comiittee that it would be a pily to put so clever a boy to an ordinary 
trade, and advised that he should) be allowed to remain some time longer at the 
school. His suggestion was acted upon. Subsequently, Mr. H.N. Solomon took 
him asa pupil teacher ; Mr. Marks remained until his time expired, when he was 
appointed Secretary of the Liverpool Congregation. This post he vacated to become 
the minister of the “* Reform” Synagogue in London. 

Walter Josephs married Sarah, daughter of Mr, A. (). Henriques, and sister, 
therefore, of Mr. Jacob ©). Henriques, who until a year or two ago was 


Chairman of the Council of the West London Synagogue of British Jews. Five 


children, three sonsand two diugliters, were the issue of the marriage ; one of 


the sons is Mr. Arthur L. Josephs, ILon. Secretary of the Jewish High School 
for Girls in Chenies Street, Bedford Square. A daughter, Miss Emily Josephs, died 
In PS85, and in her memory, Dr. Brinn, whose death we recently noticed and who 
taught her German some thirty years ago, endowed a bed et University Hospital, 
Gower Street. Mrs. Josephs died in February, 1874. Except during the last few 
winters, Mr. Walter Josephs was in the enjoyment of good health, and when able, 
he delighted in attending the meetings of one or other of the numerous institu- 
tutions with which he was intimately associated. To pass away the gloomy 
winter of 1837-83, he commenced to write his reminiscences, personal and com- 
munal, His task was not an easy one. The difficulty caused by a natural 
failing of memory—he was then in his 84th year—was increased by the circum- 
stance that he never kept a diary. A few early newspapers, reports of charities, 
and some correspondence he had retained assisted kis progress. The reminiscences 
have not been, and perhaps never will be published, but they form an interesting 
and graphic account of the history of the Anglo-Jewish community for the past 
70 years. Theaivancement of the German section of British Jews during that 
period he considered as not only comparing favourably with other lands, but as 
far exceeding that which had taken place in any other European country. 

Mr. Walter Josephs received his first education at the age of seven, when 
he was sent to Mr. Uurwitzs Boarding Academy at Highgate, the best High 
School of those days. Its fame extended to all parts of the world, for among 
the pupils were youths from the United States, the West Indies and Morocco, 
Barnard Van Oven was during Walter Josephs’ stay the poet of the School. 
Two of his contemparies are suill’ living, the nonagenarian brothérs, Jacob 
Montetiore and Joseph Barrow Montefiore. On Mr. Hurwitz’s retirement he was 
succeeded by Mr. L. Neumegen, later of Kew. The earliest period of Walter 
Joseph’s communal career dates from 1822. He was then elected on the Committee 
and tor some time acted as Secretary of a Society for Clothing Poor Jewish Boys 
which was formed by afew young men in 1814. On the dissolution of the 
Society its funds, amounting to £900, were handed to the Committee of the Jews’ 
Free School and the interest has since annually been devoted to a second 
scholarship for a boy, the first scholarship having been founded to com- 


memorate the admission of Jews into Parliament. Mr. Josephs has been closely. 


identified with the management of the following institutions: the Jews’ Free 
School (Committee), the Jews’ Infant School (Hon. Secretary, since its founda- 
tion in 1840), West Metropolitan Jewish School, now the Jewish Hizh School 
for Girls (Committee), the Jews’ Emigration Society (Treasurer until last year 
when he resigned owing to his advanced age) the Jews’ Hospital (Committee 
from 1840 until its removal to Norwood) and the Anelo-Jewish Association 
(Council). ~ For the meeting convened in January, 1853, under the presidency of 
Sir Moses Montatiore for the establistment of Jews’ College, Mr. Josephs was 
asked to second a resolution, but considering it. an omission that such 
friends of education as Henry Faudel, H. N. Solomon, 8. L. de Symons and 
Sampson Samuel were not consulted before the plan was submitted, he declined 
the invitation and absented himself from the meeting. Mr. Josephs’ connection 
with the Jews’ Free School dates from 18457, when Mr. Louis Lucas was Pre- 
sident. . The following year witnessed the appointment ay Head Master of Mr. 
Moses Angel, between whom and Wr, Josephs a friendly regard existed during the 
many years the latter was a member of the Committee. Mr. Josephs regarded 
Mr. Angel aa an energetic and skilful organizer, and held that. the success 
of the School was due to his zeal, energy and faithfulness. 

The most important, as also the most successful of Mr. Walter Josephs’ 
communal work was his share in the foundation of the Jews Infant School. 
About the latter end of 1840, the recently deceased Miss Frances Barnett and 
her sister, Pheeba, of the Jews’ I'ree School, drew Mr. Josephs’ attention to the 


fact that the conversionists intended to take advantage of the non-existence of 


an Infant School among the Jews to open one of their own, and’ thus 
by early training to decoy Jewish 
faith, He resolved to take immediate action. After consultation 
with his friend and fellow-worker, Mr. Sampson Samuel, a preliminary 
meeting was held on the 29th October, 184), at Mr. Josephs’ residence in 
Finsbury Place, at which it was resolved that the establishment of an infants’ 
school for the poor of the Jewish community was highly desirable. Among

made the condition that the appointment should be pro tem., but he continued to. 


old the office with most beneficial results to the institution to the end of his 
long and useful life. Miss Barnett herself sowed the seed of an infants’ school 
by renting a room in Cox’s Square, Bell Lane, which she opened as a school with 
37 children. Her engagements not permitting her to take a more active part in 
the school, Miss Miriam Harris and her sister Julia were at her suggestion 
engaged as temporary governesses. In the case of Miriam Harris the 


appointment became permanent and lasted until her lamented death a few years ° 


ago. In 1841 a permanent committee was appointed with Sir (then Mr.) Francis 
Goldsmid as President, Mr. H. Guedalla, Vice-President, Mr. David A. Cohen, 
Treasurer, and Mr. Walter Josephs, Honorary Secretary. The school was 
removed in September of that year to Gravel Lane, Houndsditch; thence, in 
July 1858, it migrated to Commercial Street, where it has since remained. 
The new building was consecrated by. the late Chief Rabbi, and 
opened by the late Earl of Carlisle. With the growth of the school 
it was found necssary to establish a branch in Tenter Street, 
(Joodman’s Fields, which has in recent years been transferred to new premises in 
Buckle Street. In January, 1877, Mr. Josephs was presented with a testimonial, 
consisting of a beautifully illuminated address and a purse of £500, in recog- 
nition of the high appreciation in which his long services in the cause of Jewish 
education were held by a numerous ‘circle of his friends. The presentation 
originated with his colleagues iu the management of the Jews’ Infant School, 
and special reference was made in the address to his labours on behalf of that 
institution. The testimonial was handed to him by a deputation including Mr, 
F. D. Mocatta, the Vice-President, whom Mr. Josephs was one of the first to 
introduce into communal life. , 


Imbued witha strong affection for Hebrew literature, Mr. Josephs took a 


leading part in the attempts toYorm societies for its cultivation. Unfortunately 
none of these institutions proved to be of a lasting character. The first attempt 
was made in 1830; the next expSviment was in 1850, but it failed owing to a 
desire of some of the intended members that the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, should 
sanction all works and essays before publication, Mr. Henry Faudel, Dr. Benisch, 
Mr. Sampson Samucl, the Rev. Prof. Marks, the Rev. A. Lowy, Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta, and Mr. Josephs strongly objected to the proposal and withdrew from the 
movement. Mr. Josephs also interested himself in the Society of Hebrew 
Literature, which was founded jin 1870. Owing to events unconnected with 
the Society itself, it collapsed, not, however, before it had published many valuable 
works. Mr. Josephs was an early member of the Jews and General Literary 
Society, established in 1844, at Sussex Hall, Leadenhall Street, with’ Mr. 
Hananel de Castro, father of Mr. Joseph de Castro, as President. It was on Mr. 
Josephs’ suggestion that the word “ General” was added to the title, although the 
institution was essentially Jewish. His services to Jewish literature included the 
part he took in successfully bringing about in conjunction with the Chief Rabbi, 
Mr. H. Guedalla, and Mr. Sampson Samuel, the publication in 1850 of the 
“ Treasures of Oxford,” a translation of Hebrew MSs. in the Bodleian Library, 
which was dedicated to Sir Moses and. Lady Montefiore. Mr. Josephs was a 
frequent contributor to the Jewish press, of which his earliest recollection was the 
Jewish Intelligencer, a single quarto sheet, issued for the first time on January 
Ist, 1825, as a monthly. His own first appearance as a correspondent was in 
December, 1841, when he urged the necessity for amalgamating kindred 
charities. Since then, a any a letter of bis has been published in the Jewish 
Chronicle above the well-known signature “ W. J.” He entertained a great friend- 
ship for the late Dr. Benisch, to whom he was much indebted for valuable assis- 
tance and advice in many matters that occupied his attention. 

Orthodox in matters relating to religion, Mr. Josephs nevertheless always 
identified himself with questions of ritual and with the agitation for expunging 
tne Piyutim from the Liturgy. With the “ Reform” movement he had little 
sympathy, and regarded with disappointment the constant changes in the ritual 
(intended to be final) of the West London Synagogue, which, as he said, had 
caused secession among the seceders. The division of the Pentateuch into a three 
years’ reading, introduced a few years ago at the Berkeley Street Synagogue, he 
considered an innovation rather than an improvement. Long ago, however, he 
came to the conclusion that the age required modifications in the Ritual especially 
in regard to the Piyutim. Previous attempts had not succeeded, and in 1874 it 
was again decided to agitate the question by forming an “ Association for 
Effecting a Modification in the Liturgy of the German Jews.” This Association 
issued a circular in March, 1875, signed by Mr. Josephs, as Chairman, to about 
1,200 members of London and Provincial Synagogues. The circular contained 
a series of resolutions, of which the following is the most important :— | 

“That those portions of the Liturgy which, owing’to the objectionable 
nature of their contents, unirtelligibility of language, repetitions, mode of 
recitation and the interruption they offer to the continuity of authoritatively 
prescribed prayers, have incurred the censure of the most venerated orthodox 
Jewish authorities—be considered by the Association severally on their 
respective merits, with the view of obtaining their modification or omission 
from the prayer book.” | | | 

The means by which this object was to be attained were the publication of 
information as to changes and improvements in the most orthodox continental 
synagogues, lectures and meetings, and, when deemed expedient, the presentation 
of memorials from congregations to the ecclesiastical authorities. Dr. Benisch 
greatly aided the movement by devoting considerable space in the Jewish 
Chronicle, o£ which he was at the time Editor, to the entire translation of the 
important work on the Piyutim by the late Prof. Wolff, Chief Kabbi of Copen- 
hagen. The late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, appealed to Mr. Josephs, unsuccessfully 
however, not to proceed with his Association, but the apathy and indifference of 
the Jewish public came to Dr. Adler’s aid, for the replies to the circular were few 
in number, and the result of the appeal for membership was insignificant. Mr. 
Josephs’ work was, however, not in vain, for the agitation grew and culminated 
in 1580 1n the holding of a Conference of Delegates of Metropolitan Synagogues, 
that obtained from the Chief Rabbi concessions which Mr. Josephs considered 
insignificant. He, however, lived to see yet further modifications sanctioned by 
the present Chief Rabbi, for whom, as minister of the Bayswater Synagogue of 
which he was a member, he had a high regard. Mr. J osephs always recognised 
that the improvements in the ritual, introduced first in the Bayswater Synagogue 
and later in other synagogues, were due to Dr.Jlermann Adler, and considered it 
no slight tribute to his judicious spirit that these changes were carried into effect 
without reform (so-called) or secession. 

Mr, Josephs obtained the Freedom of the City in 1837, and was the first Jew 
admitted a member of the Drapers’ Company. It was, therefore, necessary when 
he attended to take the required Oath of Allegiance to send for a copy of the 
Old Testament. In his private life he was as greatly esteemed as in his public 
career. Of a bright and merry temperament he was fond of theatres and music, 
and often entertained visitors, who enjoyed the old man’s witty stories, with 
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accounts of the celebrities he had at different times seen and heard. In a wide 
circle of friends Walter Josephs will be sorely missed. 


_The funeral took place yesterday (Thursday), the interment being at the 
Willesden Cemetery. The Rev. I. Samuel read the Burial Service. The prin- 
cipal mourners were Mr. Michael Josephs, Mr. Arthur L. Josephs, Mr. Walter

DEATH OF DR. DAVID CASSEL. 

The friends of Hebrew literature will learn with regret of the death, the 
tidings of which reached us at the moment of our going to press, of Dr. David 
Cassel, which occurred in Berlin on Monday. He survived but a short time his 
brother Paulus Cassel, who was a convert to Christianity. 

Dr. David Cassel was born 7th March, 1818, in Glogau, and first studied at 
the Catholic Gymnasium. He afterwards continued his studies in the 
Universities of Breslau and Berlin. In 1845 he was Principal of the Berlin 
educational establishment called the Dina-Nauen School. He remained there till 
1879. He was also in 1850 and 1851 teacher of Religion at the communal 
school for Jewish girls, and from 1852 to 1867 at the Jewish school for boys in 
Berlin. From 1862:to 1873 he was also a teacher at the Jewish Seminary for the 
education of teachers. Since 1872 he was tutor for the science of Judaisin at the 
Berlin University. .He wrote “ Leitfaden fiir den Unterricht in der jiidischen 
Litteratur,”’ “ Geschichte der jiidischen Litteratur,” and “ Lehrbuch der jiidischen 
Greechichte und Litteratur.”. All went through several editions. The deceased, 
moreover, published several older works of Jewish literature, including the 
‘Kusari,” of Juda. Ha-Levi, to which he added a German translation and 
commentary. |

HENRY LOUIS COHEN.—IN MEMORIAM. 


The Rev. Hermann Gollancz, M.A., in concluding his sermon at Bayswater 
on Sabbath last with the words of Isaiah Iviii. 7, 3, “Is it not to deal thy bread to 
thehungry,” addressed his congregants to the fo lowing eifect : The world can 
ill afford to lose even one of that small band of workers in the field of charity 
to which the prophet so eloquently refers. And yet year by year, month by 
month, aye, day by day,it is the decree of Nature that the world shall become 
the poorer by reason of the loss of some of its noblest spirits and most zealous 
workers. Three years ago, on thisself-same Sabbath, it wasmy melancholy task.as 


minister of another congregation, to pay a tribute of sorrow from the pulpit to. 


the revered memory of our late-lamented Chief Rabbi. In this self-same month, 
a year ago, I felt it my duty, as a loyal subject and fellow-worker in Grod’s Vine- 
yard, to call upon my hearers todropa tear and bestow a thought upon the 
double sorrow which had confronted us in the almost simultaneous demise of a 
Prince of the Realm and a Prince of the Church. To-day we,asa congregation, 
and the community asa body, stand bereaved of the familiar figure of a brother in 
faith and brother in action, with whose name the history and interests of this 
synagogue are intimately associated. Henry Louis Cohen is no more: andthe 
pathos of the sudden homegoing of our lamented friend is,indeed,calculated to point 
amoral unto all thechildren ot men. An act of filial piety was the last conscious 
act he performed on earth, finding its expression in the fultilmeatofthe prophet’s 
exhortation—“ Wasit not to deal out bread to the hungry ?”’ And scarcely had the 
first tlush of satisfactionatthis benevolentdeed diedaway from his thoughts, than 
‘be heard the voice another could not hear, which said he must not stay, he saw 
the hand another could not see, which beckoned him away.’ With the 
solemn declaration of the Shemang on.his lips, the consciousness of something 
attempted, something done, lapsed into the unconsciousness which borders Eternity. 


A fitting close to a life which bad ever attested its belief in 
the Unity of Heaven, by emphasising, through its actions, 


the unity of all mankind and brotherhood of humanity! 
But not alone has this synagogue cause to deplore the departure of 


a deyout worshipper and an active worker; the Bayswater Jewish Sctovls— 


and theJews’ Deat and Dumb Home will, for the future, seek in vain the gen.al 
countenance and kindly belp of one who for many years had rendered incal- 
culable service to these institutions as President and Vice-President. But thouzh 
the breath of life is lost, ali is not lost. He has, I understand, desired that no 
expensive monument shall be erected over his grave. Our Sages have long ago 
remarked, MWD] PINIS JPN OPI, The righteous require no’ tombstone to 
their memory,” for by their actions they have hewn out for themselves in the 
hearts of their friends a monument with which the costliest pile of stone or 
granite cannot be compared. Thechildren of theschools who were present at the 
burial with their crape-bedecked banners, are the most enduring monument to 
the work of our departed brother; the young inmates of the Home, one of 
whose number, in spite of his affliction, recited with such remarkable clearness 
the Kaddish after the mortal remainsof our good friend had been deposited, such 
must needs be the most touching and eloquent tribute to the manuerin which he 
devoted his time, and his talents and his earthly goods for the benefit of those 
whostoodinneedof them. And who will ever know towhat extenthe exercised 
that quality—so rare among us at the present day—of doing good by atealth and 
blushing to find it fame ? For his charity was largely done in secret and without 
ostentation, and included countless acts of thoughtfulness and kindness toa 
wider circle. There is asmall structure, dear congregants, beyond these wally, 
almost adjoining this synagogue, with which the name of the departed one s 
exclusively bound up. Itis the Tabernacle which was ra‘sed and endowed at 
his sole expense for the use of the members of this congregation, The ‘T'aber- 
nacle preaches a twofold doctrine: it is itself an emblem of human destiny, 
telling. on the one hand, of the vanity and instability of all human things, of tte 
finiteness of human existence, and. on the other hand, of the consoling principle of 
the soul's immortality. The Word has come unto our departed brother, 
‘* Leave this frail tabernacle of the life below, and enter thine everlasting dwelling ; 
for, by your actions upon earth, you have rendered per ag worthy of inberitin 


the Tabernacle of Heaven yonder—the reward of virtue, the region o 
immortality !”’ |

_ In his able and appreciative “ first notice "of Mr. Montefiore’s Hibbert Lectnres 
in your last issue, Mr. Jacobs * wonders” over the “ remarkable apathy shown by 
Jews about the tendencies of the more recent criticism of the Old Testament,” and 
characterises it as “indeed curious how little Jews, of any school of thought, have 
contributed to that remarkable development of literary criticism which hassimply 


revolutionised our views of Biblical thought and history.” Now Coleridge tells 


us that “all science begins and ends in wender, but the first is the wonder of 
ignorance, the last that of adoration.” One is quite certain that the “wonder” 
which your reviewer expresses cannot have been begun in the prescribed form, 
but one is by no means equally sure that it should not end in something like it. 
Things look so different from diiferent points of view, that what passes for 
‘remarkable apathy,” may conceivably have an obverse remarkably distinct from 
it. Inanold play by Dean Milman, there is a seemingly stolid heroine who being 
vainly urged by onlookers to speak up for her lover flashes out on them 
at last, with— 
* You have said I love him, 
That's my defence. I'll not assert in words 
The truth on which I've cast the stake of life, 
I love him, and am silent.” | 
This half-forgotten herovne has always seemed to us in her silence, extremely 
surgestive on many subjects, 
Their apathy or their lack of “ spirituality as the favourite phrase goes, 
is such an easy reproach to fling at Jews, but to us it seems that spirituality may 
express itself in tenacity of grip equally as in tlux of words, in acceptance of 


tradition and in observance of tradition as trily as in criticism of it. Spiri- 


tuality may well be of a constructive as well as of a destructive or of even an 
Instructive kind, and it) seems even possible that to the People of the Book, 
along with a sort of sense of parental possession in their * own Scriptures,” 
there may go some Instinctive tendency to reserve over the very free discussion 
of its imperfections and inaccuracies. Those, at any rate, who take plenty of 
spiritial exercise cin thrive on a somewhat barespiritual diet, and can hardly be 
rightfully charged with * apathy,” because they have little appetite, either as

OPEN LETTER. 


~ In addressing you, it is with the earnest desire to respect the lofty and 
flignified position yeu so worthily adorn, and also full acquaintance with your 
eihibent attainments. 

I admire your vast knowledge, and am aware that in most respects you 
follow in the foatateps of your illustrious father. 

T'o these remarks I wish to add that I should not haye troubled you with 
this open letter for any interest concerning myself personally ; for, though I am 
a Jew by birth (and not ashamed of it), | am devoid of that sickly superstition 
which clings to many of our ancient race. 

I publicly bring this matter before you for the sake of those who, powerless 
to aid themselves, and with the sentiment of tradition implanted strongly 
within them, would shrink from the measures I adopted. For their sake I thus 
call your attention to the subject, in the hope that a recurrence of such an 
event may be rendered impossible. In the great and powerful position you 
occupy, you certainly do much useful work, with indefatigable energy; but, 
while casting your eyes above, alas! the abuses beneath, the petty tyrannical 
officialism of some of your under colleagues goes unobserved and unchecked. 

And now to plainly relate my case. 

lama member of the New Dalston Synagogue (resigned since the follow- 
ing event), and believe I was one of the first to join after its erection. My 
father died on “thinst. On making application to the Secretary, he refused the 
right of burial; I remonstrated, informing him that for the last 14 or 15 years 
my father had lived under my roof, it having been my pleasing duty to support 
him and maintain his declining years in comfort, but he turned a decaf ear, and 
recommended me to the United Synagogue. I was, however, unwilling to 
comps for the following reason :— 

“When my father’s position altered, he discontinued his seat at the New 
Synagogue, Great St. Helens (where he had been over 30 years a subscribing 
member), and about the same time I gave up my own. 

One of the officials of the New Synagogue called on me (I will state bis 
name if you desire it) when the following conversation took place. Although 


happened but yesterday. 

Qy.—' Why have you given up your seat ? ”’ | 

Ans.— Because, having removed to the suburbs, it is more convenient to 
Join a synagogue near our house.” 

Qy— But what will become of our city synagogues? I beg of you to 
retain your seat, no matter if you never occupy it,so long as you pay your 
money to sustain it. Besides, I know that you now have to support your father, 
who is an old man; and if (God forbid) anything were to happen to him, and 
you came tous to bury him, we can fine you heavily, and make you 
pay, if you are not a member. 

Indignation choked me, and I walked away, feeling that I exercised strong 
self-control in not forcily ejecting him. 

Therefore, when the Secretary of the New Dalston Synagogue, referred me 
to the United Synagogue, I absolutely declined to go, with a tull recollection of 
the impending threat given me 15 years ago. as well asa disinclination to have 
anything to do with the institution of which one cf its leading officials had 
dared to address me as stated, : 

And now, respected, Reverend Doctor, what will you say of the system 
adopted by the New Dalston Synagogue, which drives away an old member, and 
refuses to bury his indigent relative. | 

_ Happily my father was absolutely free from any sentimental attachment to 
this or that burying ground, and expressed a wish that if the synagogue made 
him, I was to apply to an ordinary undertaker, I did 
t Tespectably at Manor Park Cemetery. Raise your 
powerful voice. Stop this fearful tyranny of Jewish officialism—this iniquitous 
system of torturing a grief-stricken man, by driving him about and harassing 
him when he wishes to bury his dead. 

Respected Doctor, inch by inch, step by step, the Jews are being driven 
from their faith, by various acts of injustice. Bteak with no uncertain tone, 
aid put your foot down once for all upon this evil. :

Tie new number of Darkest Russia, the publication of which ts resumed with 
our present issue, contains an exhaustive article on Russian finance, which 
draws a lurid picture of the economic position of the Empire, The arttel 
deserves serious and widespread attention by reason of its weighty character 


as well as the importance of the source from which it emanates. For us Jews 
it has a particular significance anda speciallesson, Our readers scarcely need to 


bo reminded that the situation of the Jews in Russia has not undergone the 


Shightest amelioration, They have been spared for some time, it is true, from 
those savage outbreaks of popular frenzy which were wont, now and again, to 
send a thrill of horror through the civilised world,  Butif the populace has 
remained comparatively passive, its qasters have displayed only too much 
energy, The pilave and murders of a decade avo have given 1 ee to more 
Tegal methods of perseeution, The Russian authorities keep in mind the 
adage that there are more ways of killing a dog than hanging him. Arbi- 
trary decrees enforced Without pity, and daly enacted laws strained and 
perverted to the injury of the hated Jews, have reduced those of the haples- 
people who have not fed from theirs oppressors to conditien of 
unspeakable misery. The. heartrending scenes described by writers 
like Mr.- Mr. Harotp Frevertc, and the authors of the 
Report of the United States Commission are being enacted at this very 
moment. Thousands of human. beings, gullty of ne offence save that of 
being Jews, have been driven’ from them homes, and foreed to herd in the’ 
already overcrowded Pale of Settlement.

JEWISH CHILDREN'S PENNY DINNERS. 


_ A correspondent writes :—Iin the early part of 1892 the Committee found 
it would be desirable to increase the number of Penny Dinners served daily at 
26, Sandy's Row. In order to effect this change it became needful to revise 
the expenditure and to re-organise the system of the dinners. It was also 
decided to introduce greater variety in the meals instead of giving similar food 
day after day. By this means it was’ thought that the dinners would prove 
more attractive to the children. ‘The result has even exceeded the expectations 
of the Committee, and the children, under the new arrangements have been 
induced to take a satisfying and healthy meal, instead of wasting their money 
on sweets, kc, After January, 1892, the minimum charge for ‘a dinner wag 
raised from one half-penny to one penny and free dinners were only granted 
to those who could absolutely not afford to pay a penny. 

The dinners distributed in 1892 were 15. : 
28,404 paid one penny against 7,600 and 9223 were free as compared with 
11,880 in the previous year. The net cost of the Dinners was £207. Stimulated 
by these gratifying results the Committee intend to extend the sphere of their 
operations without delay, and they trust that the prosperity of-the institution 
will increase from year to year and that eventually the Penny Dinners will 
become practically self-supporting.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE CHIEF RABBI. 


In our advertisement columns will be found the text of an “Open Letter” 
addressed to the Chief Rabbi by Mr. Alexander Frankford, who makes therein 
allegations against the authorities of the New Dalston Synagogue and the New 
Synagogue with reference to the burial of his father. We have been requested 
by the Chief Rabbi to publish the following reply ;— | 

Office of the Chief Rabbi, 
22, Finsbury Square, 
London, January 24th, 5553. 

Dear Sir.—I have received a copy of the Open Letter, dated the 22nd 
inst., which you have addressed to me and which you have seen fit widely to 
circulate. 

In tendering to you my sympathy on the bereavement you have sustained, I 
must give expression to my unfeigned regret that, by consigning the remains of 
your late father to a general cemetery, you have violated a sacred ordinance 
that has ever been lovingly cherished and faithfully observed by all the members 
of our race. You seem to view the practice of interring our dead ina special 
burying-place as a mere piece of “sickly superstition.’ Your assumption is 
wholly erroneous. Our usage is dictated by pious sentiment, the desire that 
after death our bodies may repose next to those of our own kindred and of the 
professors of the same faith,—a desire entertained equally by the most 
enlightened and the least cultured Israelite. It is a usage vonsecrated by high 
antiquity. Abraham purchased a burying-place in Machpelah for himself and 
the members of his family. Jacob besought his son, “ Bury me not I pray thee 
in Egypt, but I will lie with my fathers and thou shalt carry me out of Egypt 
and bury me in their burying-place.” Rutb, in expressing her desire to embrace 


Judaism, said to Naomi, ‘ Where thou diest I will die, and there will I be» 


buried,”’ 


Yet I can readily understand,—for I have some little knowledge of human _ 


nature—that an individual may feel urged under the stimulus of great provoca- 
tion, to transgress this venerable Judaic institution, Were you the victim of 
such grave provocation? After careful investigation of all the circumstances I 
reply unhesitatingly in the negative. 

‘The official of the New Synagogue, referred to in your letter, is of course 
its Secretary, the Rev. Isaac Cohen. He recollects the conversation he had with 
you fifteen years ago, when you had resigned your seat in his synagogue, and he 
agrees with you that he strongly urged you to maintain your connection with the 
United Synagogue either by the retention of your seat or by the payment of a 
small annual sum which would give you and your relatives the right of burial, 
both of which suggestions you retused to entertain. He denies having used the 
expression, “ We can fine you heavily,” as since the establishment of the United 


Synagogue, the responsibility of fixing she charges of burial is no longer in the - 


hands of the local Secretaries, but has been transferred to the Sexton of the 
United Synagogue, the ultimate decision in any case of difficulty being vested in 
the Treasurers of the Burial Society. And I must say that even if Mr. Cohen 
used the words, quoted by you, they should rather be construed as friendly 
advice dictated by a laudable desire to retain you as a member of his synagogue 
and not as a threat and a menace. | | | ? 

And next, in respect to your grievancs3 against the New Dalston Synagogue. 
The Secretary, Mr. J. E. Blank, informs me, that on the 10th inst. you called on 
him and asked him to certify for the burial of your father. He pointed out to 
you that the arrangements of the New Dalston Synagogue—a constituent of the 
Federation—only permitted of the interment of their members, their wives anid 
children. He, therefore, begged you to have recourse to the United Synagogue. 
On your relating to him your conversation with Mr. Cohen, Mr. Blank assured 
you that, if you applied to the Sexton of the United Synagogue, you would 
receive every needful attention, and that no undue charge would be made. 

He further states that he arranged that the beadle of his synagogue should 
accompany you to Mr. I. M. Myers for the purpose of explaining the circum- 
stances of the case, and that, when this official called for you, you intimated to 
him your determination that the burial should take place in a non-Jewish 
cemetery. Mr. Blank also tells me that he had named to you the amount which, 
in all probability, you would be called upon to pay (between £8 and £10)— 


surely not an exorbitant sum, when it. is borne in mind that the United 


Synagogue charges itself with the free burial of all our poor. 

There being the facts of the case, I altogether fail to see any ground for 
your imputing “tyranny anda system of torture” to two zealous and pains- 
taking officials. In justice to them, I deem if my duty to obtain for my 
defence of their action the same pubhcity which you have given to your 
imputations.

Jews being driven from their faith by various acts of injustice—a charge which 
you do not, and which, happily, you cannot substantiate, | |

Dr. M. Friedliinder read a paper on“ The Origin and Development of Hebrew 
Vowel-signs and Accents” at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society 
on Sunday evening. The Rev. Dr. M. Gasrer presided, ) a 

Dr. M. FrRiEDLANDER commenced his subject by pointing out the peculiarity 
of the Hebrew Alphabet in respect to its consisting solely of consonants. But 
as no language could entirely dispense with the service of vowels, these must 
be supplied by the memory or the imegination of the reader. The Scrolls of 
the Law, the Megillah of Esther, and all the rabbinical writings were without 
vowels, In teaching the Zorah the consonants formed the “ written law’; the 
mode in which the letters were to be pronounced formed the subject of oral 
teaching. The fact, however, that at the present time two systems of writing 
—texts with vowels and texts without vowels—were found side by side 
suggested various questions, concerning the origin of the vowel-signs, the date of 
their introduction, their author and their motive. The answers to these ques- 
tions formed the subject of Dr. Fried}iinder’s succeeding remarks, At the outset 
he pointed out that there are in Hebrew four silent letters ', }, 5, 8, the presence 
of any of which in a word could only be justified, it was thought, by giving it the 
force of a vowel. Accordingly it would have to be assumed that the 


Hebrew language originally had representatives of but four vowels 
a, might, however, be asked how were the 
other vowel sounds represented? Evidence afforded by ancient 


Hebrew inscriptions and coins, and by the books of the Bibie written 
at various times led to the belief that the Hebrews must have possessed the 
talent of easily supplying the vowels to any given consonants. The correct 
reading and reciting of the text of the Torah seems to have been originally 
transmitted orally from generation to generation. But occasions must have 
arisen when the memory was assisted by written documents. When questions 
were asked through messengers by people living at a distance from the religious 
or national centre, the answers in many cases were probably given in writing, 
Readers and teachers could not have been equally confident in their memory, 
and probably had private notes to which they could refer in cases of doubt, 
and their copies of the Pentateuch and other Biblical books probably had 
various marks, such as dots and lines to indicate special vowels and accents in 
critical cases, for example, when two similar passages differed in the pronuncia- 


tion or accentuation ot one word, Dr, Friedliinder reminded his audience of 


the instance of a difference in the reading of a word in Deuteronomy 
xxv., 19, which involved a question of life and death to thousands, for accord- 
ing to one reading the context would be to blot out “the memory” of Amalek, 
and according to the other to blot out “the males’ of Amalek. In regard to 
this point, Dr. Fried}iinder made a digression in appealing to teachers and 
preachers to be careful, whether they addressed infants, boys and girls in the 
school, or adults in the synagogue, that what they taught was well prepared and 
free from mistakes and ‘errors, free from everything that might turn away the 
heart of the pupil or listener from the right path, from obedience to the divine 
law. Reverting to the dots and lines employed for critical cases, the lecturer 
said that in the Talmud no traces existed of vowel signs and accents. There 
are, nevertheless scholars who maintain that these signs and accents are older than 
the ‘T'almud, among them being a critic ef so high a standing as Azaria de Rossi 
in But, in the period of the Geonim (50))—10)) the fully developed 
System was suddenly met with.

Biblical style, he adds vowels and accents to the texts of some of his Hebrew 
compositions he employs what may be styled our system. The Karaites 
claimed priority over the Rabbanites in regard to the employment of vowel signs 
and accents in copies of the Hebrew Bible; but if the date of their introduction 
as given ina document quoted by the lecturer be correct, he argued that the 
Karaites could not claim this priority, for they had not yet formed a separais 
sect when the vowel points came into uss. However, a document 
of Abraham ben Simchah in the name of the Jews in Susa gave Moses Hannak- 
dan as the inventor of the vowel points; the Karaites assigned to him his 
father as associate, Assuming the correctness of a postscript in a Codex of 
the Library at Odessa to deserve credence itis clear that about the middle of 
the 10th century the Chosrites were in want of Bibles with vowels and accents, 
and that these had then been in use for some time in Palestine, Babylonia and 
Persia, Summing up all the arguments Dr. Friedliinder concluded that, as in 
the 9th century, the vowel points existed as an ancient institution, and as no 
distinct mention was made of theminthe Talmud, the beginning of the period of 
the Geonim might be fixed with some degree of certainty as the date for the 
first appearance of the vowel-signs in Hebrew literature. Dealing next with the 
motive for their introduction Dr. Friedliinder argued that it was due to a 
desire to facilitate the reading of the Targum, The Torah would have been the 
last thing to have been forgotten by the Jews, But it was different with the 
Targum, the reading of which without vowel points was extremely difficult for 
those who did not speak Chaldee or Syriae. Hence it is most likely thatthe Targum 
was the first section of Hebrew literature that was provided with vowel points. In 
course of time, the Hagiographa, the Prophets, especially the Haphtarah, and 
lastly the Pentateuch had to submit to the innovation. Having examined the 
two systems of signs, the Babylonian and the Palestinian, and the diiferences 
between them, Dr. Friedliinder came to the conclusion that the former was original 
in its rudiments but that its development and completion was greatly influenced 
by the latter. As to the gradual development of the accents from small 
beginnings, Graetz had suggested that at first, perhaps, the end or beginning 
of each verse was marked, then the chief division in each verse was added, 
and so on until finally the system was completed in supplying signs 
which indicate the relation of each word to its neighbour. Another 
theory has lately been suggested by Dr. Biichler who seeks to derive all or 
most accents from the vertical line under the letter, the original function of 
which is indicated by the name VWethey, bridle. It serves as a. warning to 
the fluent tongue to make a short pause, and was originally placed 
Wherever it was thought the Reader might use undue haste, ae thus 
deprive certain words and syllables of their legitimate value and significance, 
Dr. Friedliinder, in expressing the belief that both theories are to some extent 
correct, interpolated the observation that no one would deny the necessity of 
such a bridle, as had been referred to, for Readers even in our own synagogues, 
After showing the functions of the accents, one of them being to take the place 
of musical notes, he concluded by remarking that, although he would give to 
prayer coming from the heart primary importance, due attention to vowels and 
accents, correctness, elegance and impressivenes3 of reading and praying are no 
small ornaments that could be added to the words which the heart prompts us 
to offer up to the Most High. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. Marcus Adler, the Revs, A. Liwy, 
Francis L. Cohen and Isidore Harris took part. | | 

The CHAIRMAN, in closing the discussion, said: I cannot enter into a long 
discussion on this subject, which is of so greatan importance as everything is that 
touches the text of the Bible. The origin of the vowel points and accents is 
enveloped in mystery. One cannot admit that any of these systems has been 
spontaneously invented, and still less that they came suddenly into existence in that 
developed and complicated form in which we have them now. They are the 
result of secular development, beginning with two elements; the dot and the

line, which in course of time have been multiplied and combined, and have thus 
produced our system of vocalisation. It is impossible to admit physiological 
reasons presiding at the formation of the signs; so that e —a plus i, as this has 
been recognized only through modern investigations. To the ordinary ear, each 
vowel has a separate definite sound, and this is reproduced by a separate definite 
sign, The dots and lines explain entirely our vowel-system as 
well as that other superlinear, called the Babylonian, which I call 
the Chaldean, I am very pleased to see Dr. Friedlinder agreeing with the 
views I hold that this latter system is the most primitive; that it was first 
applied to the Targum,and then adopted for the Hebrew and imitated in the 
other system. Ibn Ezra’s description of the phonetical value of the. Aamet: 
may bedue toa peculiar pronunciation he may have heard in Palestine ; but 
the old translations of the Bible almost 1,000 years older than Ibn Ezra prove that 
Aametz sounded like a longa, Researches which I have made convince me that 
the so-called Ashkenazi pronunciation is relatively modern, In the 14th cen- 
tury the Jews in modern Europe still read Hebrew like the Sephardim. As to 
the accents, we must consider them as the result of two independent systems ;one 
diacritical, determining the syntactical construction of the verse ; the other musical, 
representing the cantillation in the school. For that reason we find in ancient 
MSS. sometimes only a certain number of accents, the rest being omitted, Only 
thus the two theories about the accents can he reconciled. Itis noteworthy that 
the Sephardim have four different tunes for the accents. Altogether the subject 
Dr. Friedlinder deserves our best thanks for having drawn 
- attention to these problem, and praise for the way in which he tried to 
solve them.

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EAST LONDON ORPHAN AID SOCIETY. 


A general meeting of the subscribers to the East Loafon Orphan Aid 
Society, founded for the purpose of augmenting the funds of the Jews Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, was held on Tuesday at the East London Synagogue 
Chambers, Rectory Square, Mr. Lewis Levy, President, occupied the chair, 

The CHAIRMAN expressed his regret that the Society had not 
been as successful during the past year as in the preceding year. He 
was afraid that a large number of their subscribers had joined 
the Soeiety merely for the purpose of having their names put upon the 
books, and had ‘since. withdrawn, Last year they had been. able to 
contribute £214 to the parent institution as against £250 in 1X1. At the last 
meeting of the Society a resolution had. been passed to the effect that the time 
had arrived for the extension of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. He 
did not think it necessary to go through the details of his efforts in obtaining 


concessions from the parent institution, but although at first he met with 


strenuous opposition it was at length resolved that an extension of the schools 
should take place. He had submitted four schemes, and, although it was as yet 
undecided which scheme the Committee would adopt, the principle had been 
adopted. The Rev. John Chapman, a gentleman whose name should be pre- 
eminent in giving an »pinion, had written in the Jrwish Chronicle advocating 
the system of “boardi :-out,” but he differed from his views entirely.—-! Hear, 
hear). If Mr. Chapman's suggestion were adopted, the principal function of 
the school would be set on one side. | 

Mr. J. M. Lissack. junr,, the Treasurer, read the balance sheet, which 
showed an income of £218 10s, 6d., and included annual subscriptions £8) 15s. ;

In the East ind they took as warm an 
interest in the well-being of communal institutions as any members of the 
community and their presenc> at that meeting was a guarantee that they had 
the interests of the Jews’ Hospital at heart. He was not at all opposed to the 
“boarding out’ system, and there was no doubt that it was the right system and 
that children were intended to be trained in the paternalhome. But there were 
insurmountable difficulties to carrying out Mr, Chapman’s scheme. One of the 
writers in the Jewish Chronich pointed out that the working classes were not 
likely to do much for a strange child and doubt would arise as to whether the 
money paid for them would be well expended. Had there been any reason fora 
re-construction of the lines on which the Jews’ Hospital had been founded the 
change suggested might have been desirable. But as such was not the case he 
considered it extremely impolitic to depart from those lines, and he hoped that 
the East London Orphan Aid Society would express their views on the subject.

NEW SOCIETY FOR AVERTING ANTI-SEMITISM. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


Eighty-nine influential Jews of Berlin have just published the following 
appeal for averting anti-Semitism :— 

“The events of the recent past have shown, in what disgraceful way anti-. 
Semitism tries to penetrate all classes of society. Few words are requisite to 
demonstrate the dangers, which arise from it. 

The anti-Semites have carried on already for years their agitation with in- 
defatigable zeal, and have large sums of money at their command, We lack the 
necessary means to combat with efficacious results the disseminated slander and 
ealumnies which must become more and more dangerous, if truth be not 
emphatically opposed to them. ; 

In order to provide means for this purpose, the following gentlemen, whose 
signatures are appended below, have met together. a 

Their aim is especially by aid of pamphlets, brochures and itinerant orators 
to refute those false assertions, which anti-Semitic pamphets, anti-Semitic 
brochures, and anti-Semitic itinerant orators intentionally scatter, in order 
gradually to undermine the civil and social position of the Jews. _ 

It is not a question of protecting the bad elements, which exist in our midst, 
as well as everywhere, but it is purely and simply a matter of defending by all 
legal means our privileges of saat. 

We are convinced that our coreligionists are ready to make great sacrifices 
for this important struggle. We are not only fighting for ourselves but for our 
own children. In our endangered position, we have the consoling knowledge 
that our own interests are most closely knit with those ot our German Father- 
land, The anti-Semitic slander which threatens us does not stop at Christians, 
and is already spreading like wild-fire through the whole State. | 

Whilst defending ourselves, we likewise oppose those elements, which would 
in the long run undermine the stability of our public institutions.”

They 
considered that their defence by those of a different persuasion would be much 
more efficacious than if they took it into their own hands. The attitude of the 
anti-Semites became however more offensive, and the Jews recognised that they 
themselves must protect their honour and their privileges. Through this cause 
arose the idea to send a petition to the Emperor, and when this plan was dropped: 
the Jews decided to take means}themselves against the agitation of the anti-. 
Semites. It is fervently to be desired that their good endeavours will at last be 
crowned with success.
